To the inhabitants of the town of Canaan in the 
County of Grafton in said State qualified to vote in town 
affairs: 

You are hereby notified to meet at the Town House 
in said town on Tuesday, the eleventh day of March 
next, at ten of the clock in the forenoon, to act upon the 
following subjects: 

Article 1. To choose by ballot and major vote a Town 
Clerk, one Selectman for three years, Treasurer, Over- 
seer of the Poor, one Library Trustee for three years, 
one Trustee of Trust Funds for three years, one Trus- 
tee of Trust Funds for one year and three Highway 


Agents. ' 
Article 2. To choose by major vote a collector of 


taxes, surveyors of lumber, fence viewers, measurers of 
wood and bark, weighers of hay and straw, cemetery 
agents, and such other officers and agents as the town 
may judge necessary to be chosen. 

Article 3. To see what action the town will take in 
regard to the compensation of the Collector of Taxes 
and the limitation of time of settlement with the town. 

Article 4. To see if the town will raise such sums 
of money as may be necessary to defray town expenses, 
including maintenance of the poor, salaries and expen- 
ses of the town officers, expense of the municipal court, 
police department, health department, forest fire depart- 
ment, highway department, cemeteries, including cost of 
driving hearse, and all necessary expenses. 

Article 0. To see if the town will vote to Accept 
provisions of Chapter 117, laws of 1917, on an unim- 
proved section Of the Mascoma road, so called, and ap-

Superintendent's Report 


To the members of the School Board: 
Gentlemen: 

It is a pleasure that the second report of the present 
superintendent can present to youand the citizens of 
Canaan such significant facts of progress in our schools. 
It is not necessary to relate at length the history of the 
school year nor is it possible at this time to evaluate 
many of the new policies of the present school officer. 
But brief comments may be made upon the things of 
main importance. 

By comparing the two tables of school statistics it 
will be noted that several changes have taken place in 
the schools and the teaching staff. In the elementary 
schools there have been five changes among teachers; one 
school—Story—has been closed for lack of pupils to at- 
tend, and the teaching corps numbers a somewhat high- 
er proportion of professionally trained teachers this year 
than last. In the high school three teachers have taken 
the place of one, two full college graduates and one 
trained in the Chandler School of Boston for business 
work. 

A four-year high school has replaced the former one 
which offered but a two-year course. It has been duly 
approved by the State Board of Education as a Class A 
school and the inspector has expressed ‘in no uncertain 
terms his approval of its work. Our science laboratory— 
anentirely new departure—is well equipped with furni- 
ture and apparatus for individual work by a dozen 
pupils and is said upon state authority to contain an un- 
usually good equipment for schools of its size. The 
courses of study appear in another place in this report— 
that of the high school principal—and it is felt by all 
concerned in its management that the work offered is 
very satisfactory for the first year of its operation. 

The physical property of the school district has been. 
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placed in good repair. During the summer and fall the 
following repairs have been made: foundation at Birch 
Corner repaired; North Canaan school house half shingl- 
ed, anew floor laid, new blackboards installed, and paint- 
ed inside; at the Center a thorough job of outside painting 
was done and electric lights installed inside; the High 
School building was thoroughly repainted outside and 
inside, electric lights installed and some grading done 
about the grounds. The old building at Sawyer Hill 
was taken down and re-erected on the high school 
grounds to provide accommodation for the grammar 
school pupils, painted and fitted for an up-to-date school 
inside and electric lights installed; electric lights were 
installed at West Canaan and new cement steps built. 
This building should be repainted another year. With 
a very moderate expenditure for repairs, done systemat- 
ically every year hereafter the school property can be 
maintained in excellent condition. 

Many new books and articles of teaching equipment 
have been purchased and with what additional purchases 
are planned the end of the year will see the educational 
equipment of the schools in a fair way towards being sat- 
isfactory. 

Some new desks have been purchased for the high 
school and it is planned to replace the old and broken 
furniture in this room by new as soon as finances render 


this possible. 
The educational work donein the schools this year 


is on the whole excellent. In some schools the work is 
unusually good. In weil-nigh every school better work 
is being done than last year even by the old teachers. 
But it has its weak spots and it cannot truthfully be 
said that our schools stand as well as they should in all 


respects. 

Some interesting tests were made last November in 
the eighth grades of New Hampshire. Certain arithme- 
tic and spelling tests were given all over the state to all 
pupils of the eighth grades, with some rather surprising 
results. 
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Kight rather simple examples in arithmetic consti- 
tuted this test and twenty common words in spelling. 
The average for the state as a whole was 49 per cent in 
arithmetic and 67 per cent in spelling. That is to say 
that more than one-half of all the examples worked by 
pupils in the last year of their elementary school course 
and for many it was their last year of school life, were 
wrong. 

The results of these tests in our own town will 
doubtless be interesting. Canaan eighth grade pupils 
averaged 50 per cent accuracy in arithmetic and 69 per 
cent in spelling. Something is wrong in schools when 
such low averages are possible and to remedy it we are 
driving at arithmetic. Pupils leaving the eighth grade 
should be expected to spell at least 90 per cent of all 
common words correctly. 

The standing of the four towns comprising this sup- 
erintendency union is here inserted because it may be of 
interest to many people.

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The Report of The Headmaster 


The Canaan High School opened Monday, Septem- 
ber 10, 1923 with an enrollment of 45 pupils, 23 girls and 
21 boys. The age ofthe youngest pupil in school is 12 
years 11 months; the oldest is 18 years 2 months. The 
average age is 15 years 3% months. There are six tui- 
tion pupils. Ofthese, three come from Grafton, one 
from Wilmot, one from Orange and one from Rumney 
Depot. Since September 10th, three pupils have entered, 
and there have been four discharges, making the present 
enrollment total forty-three pupils. 

The distribution of the pupils according to classes 
and the course taken by each is indicated in the follow- 
ing table.

‘These tables 
indicate that 52 per cent of the total number of pupils, 
D7 per cent of the two lower classes (Freshman and Soph- 
omore) and 94% per cent of the first year class are en- 
rolled in this course.

In a community where so many pupils have to walk 
or ride long distances this attendance record is remark- 
able. The tardy marks and dismissals are so few as to be, 
almo&t negligible, while an average attendance of 96.64 
per cent is one that few schools can equal. It is a record 
of which we may be justly proud. 

Since September 10, we have lost six days, two of 
which were legal holidays, one teachers’ convention day, 
one allowed by the school board for the Vermont State 
Fair, and one the day tollowing Thanksgiving. ‘The re- 
maining day consists of two half days given previous to 
the Thanksgiving and Christmas recesses by the school 
board. Deducting the two legal holidays and the teach- 
ers’ convention day we have lost three days, or, in terms 
of pupil sessions, 266. These facts indicate that 96.55 
per cent of the total avialable school time has been util- 
ized. 

Table III. is a record of the progress of pupils from 
September 10, 1923 to January 31, 1924. There is a 
gain of 5 per cent in the grades above 90 per cent, while 
failures have been reduced 2 per cent. The intermediate 
groups show a general trend toward better grades.
